Only 1 Voter In 16 
Believes Jews Want 
To Get US. Into War 


By Jewish Tel hic Agence 
Princeton, N. J.—The Incor- 


rectness of Lindbergh’s allegation 
that Jews in America are one of 
the three major groups which are 
trying to involve this country in 
the war, was proven here this 
week by the published results of 


by the American Institute of 
Public Opinion of which Gearge 
Gallup is director. 

In order to establish whether 
Lindbergh’s anti-Jewish allega- 
tion is correct, the Institute took 
a poll on the following question: 
“What persons or groups do you 
think are most active in trying to 
get us into war?” No eheck-list 
was given to voters interviewed 
and their answers were entirely 
spontaneous. The results have 
shown that the groups considered | 
active in attempting to get Amer- 
ica into war are, in order of men- 
tion, the following: 1. Roosevelt 
Administration and Democratic 
Party; 2. Big business, industrial- 
ists, profiteers; 3. British organi- 
zations and agents; 4. American 
organizations with  pro-British 
sympathies; 5. Jews. Only one 
voter in sixteen mentioned the 
Jews, with the result that the 
Jews rank no higher than fifth 
and last among the groups identi- 
fied in the public mind as most 
eager for war.

Shield of David 





AR Mr. Segal: In a piece written by a 

friendly non-Jewish commentator there 
was a reference recently to the Shield of David 
printed on a yellow arm band that every 
Jew in Berlin must wear. He spoke of it as 
a new ignominy heaped upon the Jews. I have 
been thinking about it: If it came to pass that 
I was made to wear the Shield of David upon 
my sleeve would I regard it as ignominy? Or 
what would my feelings for the matter be? 
After all, the Shield of David is one of those 
emblems in our synagegues. It has to do with 
our feeling of power in God. How would you 
feel if you had to wear the Shield of David 
on your sieeve?—R. S. A., Cincinnati. 

Well, let us say that a gentleman who shall 
be called Mr. Segal has come to the day when 
he must go to the BJR (Bureau of Jewish Reg- 
istration) to inscribe his name as a Jew and 
receive the yellow arm band with the Shield 
of David that henceforth he must wear pub- 
licly. 

(It is very hard to imagine this ever happen- 
ing here and may the shades of Washington, 
Jefferson and Lincoln forgive me for bringing 
it up at all even in fantasy.) 

Mr. Segal is deeply distressed. It is no long 
distance to the BJR but it takes him hours 
to arrive there. He takes a circuitous way in 
order to put off as long as possible the dread- 
ful moment when upon his sleeve he must af- 
fix the badge of his race. 

To have to come to this! he muses out of 
the anguished depths of his heart. To be a 
marked man of the streets. To go about pro- 
claiming everywhere that he is somebody dif- 
ferent. 

To be made a separate man, as one who has 
no share in the common life. Pariah with a 
yellow hadge! 

Mr. Segal discovers that he has come to the 
street of the BJR and in ten more blocks he 
will be at the BJR office, will be standing in 
line (it’s a long, long line), a slow, creeping 
line which will bring him to the ultimate 
abasement: He will stretch out his arm and 
on it they will affix the yellow badge with the 
Shield of David. He crosses the street and 
takes a westward course, far out of the way of 
BJR. He must stretch out as far as he can 
the few remaining hours of his being a man 
instead of the branded outcast he is soon to 
be. 

Yet he tells himself, being a Jew is an iden- 
tity he never had concealed from anybody. 
Once when someone called him a Jew, as if 
it were an accusation, he had replied: “Yes, 
I am a Jew and I wish you were as much of 
a Christian as I am a Jew. You might have 
better manners then.” 

Would an Episcopalian feel badly hurt if 
upon his sleeves he had to wear a badge that 
proclaimed his churchly affiliation? Would 
a Baptist? Would a Scotchman protest bitter- 
ly if it were ordered that after a certain day 
all Scotchmen must be marked by the badge 
of a thistle? 

But to be set apart as a person different and 
unworthy! That would be as ignominous for 
Episcopalians or Scotchmen as it is for Jews. 
To be like the branded ox in the corral! 

Mr. Segal walks west to the rim of the city. 
Already the sun reaches toward its setting. Mr. 
Segal turns and hastens his footsteps toward 
BJR. 


Though the heur is late a long line of Jews 


still waits at BJR for the Shield of David. 
There are the Zileches—Mr. and Mrs. Zilch! 


Mr. Segal gives out deep abdominal laughter 
upon seeing the Zilches. Mr. Segal’s abdomen 
knows how to laugh silently. 

The Zilches never were Jewish in anything. 
Mrs. Zilch was eestatically happy the time their 
boy was taken into the non-Jewish fraternity. 
Their name, Zilch, didn’t sound particularly 
Jewish so they took him, 

To speak of this always was unction to Mrs. 
Zilch’s soul . . . “Our boy has made Phi Delta 
Theta. It ‘s.the very best, you know.” Mrs. 
Zilch could not have been nearly as happy had 
her son made Phi Beta Kappa which, after all 
is only a fraternity which anybody who had 
nothing but good brains can enter. It confers 
no social distinetion in the least. 

Mrs. Zilch felt that her son getting into Phi 
Delta Theta was progress. Other Jews were 
going ‘round and ‘round in the same old social 
circle and never were allowed to break out. Mrs. 
Zilch, at her age, could not hope for social 
success on her own account but her heart beat 
high for her progeny. 

Mrs. Zilch was all in black, as if for great 
sorrow. She held fast to her husband’s arm 
to sustain herself; the earth has become hor- 
ribly fluid. 

“We must bear up, Genevra,” Zilch whispers 
softly. 


A whimsical resentment comes running 
through Mr. Segal’s mind: He thinks those 
Zilches really dont deserve the Shield of 


David. They shouldn't be allowed to wear it. 
It looks like false pretense for them to wear 
it. The Shield of David has something to do 
with the brave and faithful, so it isn’t for 
people like the Zileches to wear. It stands 
guard in all the synagogues—emblem of the 
power of God in the hearts of people. Emblem 
of the courage of the spirit. Emblem of all 
who are not afraid because they walk on the 
mountain top with the Lord. No! It isn’t for 
the Zilches! 

Mr. Segal tries to remember everything he 
has read and heard about the Shield... “My 
shield is with God”... “Our shield belongeth 
unto Jehovah” .. . “O Israel, trust thou in 
Jehovah. He is their help and their shield” 

. . David said it... Yes, that is the Shield 
of David. It is not in the strength of steel 
but in the love of God, in His teaching to do 
right and to be just and to walk humbly in 
His ways, in the Fatherhood and the brother- 
hood. It is the mercy of God that shelters the 
robin even. 

Mrs. Zilch swoons on the verge of collapse 
when the Shield of David at last has been at- 
tached to her arm. Her husband all but car- 
ries her out. Mr. Segal, too, finally emerges 
into the street wearing the Shield. The late 
sun burnishes his yellow badge and it takes 
on the gleam of gold. 

“I’m a branded man,” he chuckles. “Bearer 
of the Shield of the Lord which is the Shield 
of David. Shield of the heart that loves peace. 
Shield of the just who battle for righteousness’ 
sake. Shield of the courageous who are not 
afraid of tyrants who live for the. moment. 
Shield of the bird in the winter’s storm.” 

(Since we never have to wear the Shield of 
David on our sleeves we may at least wear it 
as the luminous decoration of our hearts.)

Mr. Goodman a Splendid Choice 


HOICE of L. L. Goodman to head the 1942 

Jewish Welfare Fund campaign for Indian- 
apolis, as announced Monday at the annual 
meeting of the organization, augurs well for 
the return of the city to the high place it has 
almost always held nationally for generosity 
to local and national causes. 

Preferring not to wait until the actual 
opening of the drive, next year, Mr. Goodman 
has already made plans this far off for the 
actual beginning of solicitation. ) 

In one respect especially, if he is able to 
achieve his purpose, Mr. Goodman believes he 
will have overcome a serious obstacle. Mr. 
Goodman would obviate and eliminate any 
embarrassment to those who for various rea- 
sons do not wish to give at open meetings. 
Specifically, Mr. Goodman would arrange the 
big gifts dinner which usually is held here 
at Broadmoor so that if a giver prefers to wait 
until called on by a solicitor before making 
his contribution, he may do so without the 
least bit of shame or contumely. 

Heretofore in order to avoid such a situa- 
tion, many a big giver, Mr. Goodman believes, 
has stayed away from this meeting, and thus 
been deprived of the important message of 
such national figures as Rabbi Abba Hillel 


Silver or Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. From 1939 
to 1941 figures show that the number who had 
attended this meeting dropped 50 per cent. 


One other plan Mr. Goodman has already 
announced, and that is his intention of mak- 
ing known to the community in various and 
forceful ways exactly what their money is 
doing so that they can enjoysthe warm glow 
that is the person’s who helps another. 


The Post believes that if Mr. Goodman 
can accomplish the first of the two goals listed 
above, he may not be any better off from an 
amount raised standpoint, and that in the 
second goal he has set for himself, a stupend- 
ous education job. 


In any event, the choice of Mr. Goodman 
is definitely splendid. Unlike so many other 
leaders of the community, and for some rea- 
son which would require more analysis than 
can be possible in an editorial, Mr. Goodman 
has the confidence not only of the more wealthy 
Jewish segment of the community, but of the 
middle sized and small giver as well. This, 
with his sincere and long range planning should 
erase the memory of last year’s drive when 
Indianapolis, although doing a good job, fell 
from the lofty pinnacle it has heretofore held.

HE Jewish Advocate, of Boston falls into a 
“ common error when in commenting on the 
Gallup Poll which showed that the American 
Public classed Jews as fifth and last among 
groups urging intervention ‘n the war, it crit- 
icizes the poll, if even backhandedly, saying, 
“The appearance of Jews as separate entity and 
category in such a poll is gravely detrimental 
to our interests.” The poll is only reporting 
on a situation, not creating one. 

Such thinking on the part of the leading 
Anglo-Jewish publications at this late hour is 
puzzling. Years ago in 1932 and thereabouts 
the defense agencies set their goal at fending 
off Hitler’s attempt to force into the thinking 
of the American public the belief that there 
is such a thing as a Jewish problem. But to 


argue like that at this America First and Lind- 
bergh day and age, and at a time when Jewish 
groups are united in publicly fighting such a 
charge, is putting us back at the start when the 
race is near the finish. 

The Advocate further expressed “serious 
shock” that “so many share Mr. Lindbergh’s 
views with regard to our part in this war.” 
It may be a shock to The Advocate’s editorial 
writer, but he must have been either asleep 
for a long time, or either by closing his eyes 
acts as if he’s been asleep, for certainly most 
of us heaved a sigh of relief that the American 
public was so well acquainted with propaganda 
methods and so understanding of the anti-Se- 
mitic intent of men like Lindbergh as to see 
through into their ulterior motives.

Administration action by the 
State Department has reversed 
America’s traditional immigration 
policy and closed the country ag 
an asylum for thousands of per 


secuted refugees from Hitlerism, 


it was revealed this week and re 
sulted in the issuance of only 259 
new visas in the past 4 months ag 
compared with 3 and 4 thousand 
monthly heretofore. Special laws 
resembling the anti-Jewish regu- 
lations of Nazi Germany are sug- 
gested for the United Qtates in an 
editorial ‘‘Is There a Jewish 
Problem?” published in the Ger- 
man-language newspaper, Der 
Staats-Anzeiger, of Bismark, N.D, 
Pinchas Rutenberg, the builder of 
the electric power system in Pal- 
estine was this week reported to 
be very seriously ill. The deporta- 
tion by the Nazis of all Jews from 
the city of Bromberg, Poland, fre- 
sulted in the Joint Distribution 
Committee’s becoming the princi- 
pal beneficiary of an estate valued 
at $74,000, left some twenty years 
ago in Wilkes-Barre, Penna., by 
Mrs. Lena Cohen to ‘“‘the town of 
Bromberg, in the province of Po- 
sen, Poland, for the care of aged 
Jewish men and women.” The 
Jews of the world are urged by 
the Duke of Bedford to support 
the idea of a ‘‘negotiated peace” 
with Hitler in a letter which the 
Duke addressed to the Jewish peo- 
ple through the London Jewish 
Chronicle. An order issued by 
the Nazi authorities in Antwerp 
prohibits Jews from stopping in 
the street, public gardens and 
other public places in the city. 
Reliable reports this week dis- 
closed that the Rev. Bernhard 
Lichtenberg, provost of Berlin’s 
Roman Catholic cathedral, Sir 
Hedwig’s, had been arrested by 
Nazi authorities, accused, among 
other charges, of offering prayers 
for Jews. Influential South 
American Jewish circles are mak- 
ing frantic efforts to obtain Brit- 
ish consent to the landing at Trin- 
idad of 86 Jewish refugees who 
are on their way back to Europe 
aboard the steamer Cabo De Hor- 
nos after the Brazilian govern- 
ment refused them transit visas 
which would have permitted them 
to reach Paraguay where they had 
been offered permanent residence.
